Dr  Sutton  Speaks 

Here  on  Education 

— 

Dr.  Sutton,  president  of  the  N.  E.  A., 
makes  tho  following  statements  con¬ 
cerning  Education: 

‘‘Education  must  bo  more  democrat¬ 
ic.” 

‘‘Tho  school  cannot  educate.  It  lias 
tho  children  only  five  and  one-half 
hours  per  day,  and  only  ISO  days  out 
of  3G5  each  year.  ’  ’ 

In  this  country  we  aro  going  to  im¬ 
prove  the  rural  school  or  wo  are  not 
going  to  have  any  democracy.” 

‘‘Thoro  aro  seven  dollars  in  taxable 
property  behind  ovary  city  child  and 
one  dollar  in  tnxablo  property  behind 
every  country  child.” 

“Equalization  of  educational  oppor¬ 
tunity  must  bo  within  tnc  state  and 
within  the  nation.” 

“Business  and  education  must  be 
brought  closer  togotlicr.  The  cave  man 
didn’t  want  any  furniture,  automobiles, 
radios,  etc.  If  wo  wore  all  cave  men 
there  wouldn’t  bo  any  demand  for 
merchandise.  Education  increases  peo¬ 
ple’s  wants  and  tills  demand  for  ar¬ 
ticles  of  consumption  makes  more  and 
bettor  business.” 

“In  tho  National  Education  Associa¬ 
tion  wo  want  an  integration  of  public 
schools,  private  and  parochial  schools, 
tcachor’s  colleges,  private  colleges,  de¬ 
nominational  colleges,  and  private  and 
public  universities.  Wo  need  them  all.” 

“America  thinks  too  mucli  in  terms 
of  tilings,  not  people.” 

“Wo  measure  a  good  town  by  saying 
it  has  boautiful  public  buildings,  thriv¬ 
ing  banks,  good  schools,  factories,  etc.; 
wo  novor  measure  a  town  by  saying  it 
lias  wonderful  children,  the  pooplo  be¬ 
lieve  in  culture,  art,  otc.  ” 

“A  pioco  of  property  in  Georgia  has 
a  podigreo  buck  to  tho  time  of  James 
Oglethorpe,  but  it  lias  no  records  to 
substantiate  tho  ago  of  a  high  school 
player  whos'e  eligibility  is  questioned. 
A  stato  that  thinks  moro  of  a  town 
lot  than  it  does  of  its  pooplo  cannot 
prospor.  ’  ’ 

“A  toaclier  who  calls  a  child  a  “dir¬ 
ty  brat’  should  not  bo  permitted  in  tho 
school  room.” 

“IToalth  is'  tho  first  and  most  impor¬ 
tant  objoctive  of  Education.  Wo  must 
sook  to  preserve  and  strengthen  the 
physical  inheritance  of  tho  human  race, 
and  wo  cannot  do  it  by  moro  inspection 
and  correction.” 

Nearly  evory  ono  can  learn  to  master 
something  and  it  is  tho  toucher's  busi¬ 
ness  to  help  children  to  find  what  it 
is  that  t  hoy  can  mastor  and  liolp  them 
to  achieve  tho  success  and  power  which 
comes  from  mastering  at  least  this  ono 
thing. 

Tho  socond  objcctivo  of  education  is 
scholarship  and  tho  young  pooplo  of  to¬ 
day  must  learn  to  mastor  something  for 
this  iH  tho  beginning  of  scholarship.  If 
a  person  lias  tho  grit  to  stick  to  a 
tiling,  ho  or  she  will  bo  ablo  to  mastor 
it. 

Tho  third  objoetivo  of  education  is 
character,  according  to  Dr.  Sutton’s 
point  of  viow.  A  young  man  and  a 
young  woman  must  havo  oliaractor  to 
suecoed,  nnd  to  bo  iikod  in  thoir  suc¬ 
cess. 

Anti-Saloon  Play 

Impresses  Crowd 

Tho  Anti-Saloon  Leaguo  met  nt  tho 
Christian  Church,  Tuesday  ovoniug,  Oo 
tobor  28.  Mr.  Johnson,  Jr.  of  Kans'aB 
Oityj  ugont  of  tho  league,  explained  the. 
work  of  tho  loaguo  in  part.  He  strossod 
two  points,  First,  “Prohibition  Lpws 
Can  Bo  Enforced,”  and  ho  gave  as  an 
example  the  county  of  Southern  Illi- 
note'  where  the  Berber  Brothers, '  boot¬ 
leggers  and  gangsters,  had' been  arrest¬ 
ed  and  convicted' by 'a  sheriff  who  had 
biieh  nominated  and  elected  through  the 
Anti-Saloon"  league  and  it’s  friends! 
Jhoro  is  now  no  "place  in’  the  county 
where  liquor  is  ‘  being  sold  openly  at 
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road-lious'cs.  Second,  Taking  tho  ontiro 
country  over,  far  loss  liquor  is  used 
now  than  nt  any  time  provious  to  tho 
Eightoont.li  Amendment,  according  to 
tho  speaker.  At  tho  close  of  his  talk 
n  short  play  was  stngoil  in  order  to 
prosont  the  cause  moro  effectively.  Tho 
piny  was  entitled,  “Tho  Cuso  of  tho 
Murder  of  Earl  Wright.”  Mr.  Johnson 
Jr.  was1’  tho  prosecuting  nttornoy;  Mr. 
Johnson  Sr,  was  tho  attorney  for  tho 
defendant;  Marvin  Slmmbcrgor,  tho 
culprit;  Dr.  Dildine,  tlic  coroner.  The 
Judge,  jury,  police,  etc,  wore  composed 
of  local  citizens.  Tho  points  illustrated 
and  enforced  by  testimony  nnd  remarks 
to  the  jury  wore:  (1)  a  man  committing 
murder  wliila  drunk  must  bo  hold  re¬ 
sponsible  for  his  act.  (2)  Responsibility 
not  liis  alone;  the  companions  nnd  soc- 
inl  conditions  place  unduo .  pressuro  on 
a  man  who  doesn’t  want  to  drink.  (3‘ 
Man  or  company  who  soils  intoxicant 
ought  in  jus'tico  to  sliaro  penalties  of 
crime  committed.  (4‘  Court  procedure 
cannot  escape  responsibility.  Sometimes 
prosecuting  attorneys  arc  lax  in  bring¬ 
ing  up  cases  of  this  kind.  Judges  impose 
very  light  sentence.  The  culprit  was 
convicted  as  was  a  bootlegger  related 
to  tho  crime,  but  who  was  suspended  on 
good  behavior.  Thoro  was  a  largo  crowd 
in  attendance  and  tho  remarks  were 
heard  that  tlite  play  did  more  good  than 
a  lecture  possibly  would  havo  done.

Business  Depression 
Is  Subject  of  Talk 

Mr.  Mottncc,  of  the  Business  Admin¬ 
istration  Department,  was  tho  principal 
speaker  at  the  monthly  dinner  of  tho 
Men’s  Biblo  Class  of  tho  Presbyterian 
Church,  October  29.  IIo  discussed  the  I 
business  depression  and  tlio  influence ! 
of  tho  business  cycle  upon  creating  de¬ 
pressions  periodically.  IIo  also  discus¬ 
sed  certain  suggested  means  whereby 
wo  might  'smooth  out’  tho  business 
cycle,  there-by  practically  eliminating 
a  recurrence  of  depressions.  Among  tho 
remedies  lie  suggested:  (3)  Control  of 
credit  structure  through  the  manipula¬ 
tion  of  discount  rato.  This  would  be 
handled  by  tho  Fodcral  Reserve  Board. 
'(2)  Through  stabilization  of  tho  dollar. 

(3)  Through  the  more  efficient  develop¬ 
ment  and  frequent  use  of  forecasting 
agencies.  To  bo  able  to  anticipate  a 
coming  depression  should  mnko  it  pos 
siblo  to  neutralize  its  neutral  effects. 

(4)  Through  moro  perfect  coordination 
of  factories  of  production.  In  tho  socond 
part  of  his  talk,  Mr.  Mounco  pointed 
out  that  probably  tlio  depression  was 
moro  a  result  of  undor-purcliasing  power 
on  tlio  part  of  individuals  than  tho  so- 
eallcd  overproduction.  According  to  Mr. 
Mounco,  what  should  bo  done  is  to  work 
out  a  legislative  program  whereby  tho 
genoral  purchasing  power  of  tho  con¬ 
sumer  is  incroasod.  This  would  give  tho 
individuals  a  command  over  greater 
quantity  of  commodities  and  would  i 
thereby  raise  tlio  standard  of  living. 
This  should  bo  our  chief  objective  in 
the  reconstruction  of  our  economic  or¬ 
der.  Ono  of  tlio  chief  difficulties  now  j 
is  tlio  inequitable  and  unjust  distribu-  . 
tion  of  wealth  and  income  among  tho 
pooplo.
